A. OBJECTIVE AND RATIONALE 

THIS CAMPAIGN AIMS AT THAT BUYING UNIVERSE IN VENEZUELA MOST 
SUSCEPTIBLE OF BEING REACHED BY PROMOTIONAL ACTIVITY (EXHIBITS, 

TRADE MISSIONS, FIELD TRIPS ARRANGED IN COLLABORATION WITH

REGIONAL DEVELOPMENT INSTITUTIONS AND TRADE ASSOCIATIONS), AND 
WHERE EMBASSY EFFORT CAN DIRECTLY RESULT IN INCREMENTAL SALES, 

THE PRIVATE SECTOR. THIS "TRADE OPPORTUNITY" APPROACH CONTRASTS 
WITH THE ESSENTIALLY "MAJOR PROJECTS" CAST OF THE TRANSPORTATION 
AND HEAVY INDUSTRIES CAMPAIGNS WHERE THE END-USERS ARE GOVERNMENT 
MINISTRIES AND STATE-OWNED CORPORATIONS. 

METALWORKING EQUIPMENT - IS THE TOP-RANKED "BEST PROSPECT" 

WITH US EXPORTS TO VENEZUELA OF $36.8 M IN 1975. TOTAL 
CONSUMPTION IS EXPECTED TO REACH $173 M IN 1978 AS THERE WILL 
BE A RAPID GROWTH OF SMALL-MEDIUM PRIVATE PROJECTS 
PERIPHERAL TO THE BASIC STEEL AND ALUMINUM PROJECTS AND AS 
LOCAL CONTENT REQUIREMENTS IN THE AUTO INDUSTRY ARE ENFORCED. 
AGRICULTURAL EQUIPMENT - IS THE THIRD-RANKED "BEST PROSPECT" 

WITH US EXPORTS MORE THAN DOUBLING EACH YEAR FROM 1973 TO 
1975, REACHING $42 MIN THE LATTER YEAR. 1978 CONSUMPTION 
IS PROJECTED AT $180 M. LIKEWISE, US EXPORTS OF FOOD 
PROCESSING AND PACKAGING EQUIPMENT ARE INCREASING ($1 1 .3 M 
IN 1973; $28.8 M IN 1975) AND TOTAL CONSUMPTION (MOSTLY 
IMPORTS) WILL REACH $90 BY 1978. GIVEN THE NEAR-CRISIS 
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SITUATION OF VENEZUELAN AGRICULTURE, RECENT HEAVY DEPENDENCE 
ON FOOD IMPORTS, AND THE POLITICAL SENSITIVITY OF FOOD 
PRICES IN AN ELECTION YEAR, THE GOV IS EXPECTED TO DEDICATE 
CONSIDERABLE ATTENTION TO THE AGRICULTURE AND FOOD PROCESSING 
SECTORS. THE PLASTICS INDUSTRY IN VENEZUELA IS FRAGMENTED 

AMONG MANY SMALL PRODUCERS. TOTAL IMPORTS OF PLASTICS, 

RUBBER AND CHEMICAL PRODUCTION EQUIPMENT FROM THE US TOTALLED 
$12.1 MILLION IN 1975; THAT OF PROCESS CONTROL INSTRUMENTATION 
$14.1 M (FIFTH AND FOURTH RANKED BEST PROSPECTS, RESPECTIVELY). 
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- THE LARGE STATE OWNED ENTERPRISE WILL INVEST HEAVILY 
IN CAPITAL GOODS FOR THE STEEL, ALUMINUM, AND PETROCHEMICAL 
INDUSTRIES; THE EMBASSY EFFORT TO MAXIMIZE SALES OF CONSULTING 
SERVICES AND EQUIPMENT WILL USE THE "MAIOR PROJECT” MECHANISM. 
PRIVATE SECTOR PROJECTS IN CONTRAST ARE MORE DIFFICULT TO FERRET 
OUT BUT NEVERTHELESS OFFER SUBSTANTIAL SALES OPPORTUNITIES. THE 
REGIONAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AGENCIES CORPORIENTE, FUNDATACHIRA, 
ETC. CONCENTRATE ON FOSTERING FOOD PROCESSING AND OTHER SECONDARY 
INDUSTRIES, INDUSTRIAL PARKS, AND SO ON, AND WILL BE USED AS A 
CHANNEL OF ACCESS TO THE PRIVATE SECTOR IN THE HINTERLAND. 

THE OVERALL AIM OF THIS CAMPAIGN IS TO PROVIDE BETTER AND 
MORE TIMELY INTELLIGENCE TO U.S. EXPORTERS REGARDING LICENSING, 
INVESTMENT, PRODUCT. AND TRADE OPPORTUNITIES IN THE PRIVATE 
SECTOR. THIS PROGRAM WILL INCLUDE JOINT SPONSORSHIP BY THE 
EMBASSY AND THE CHAMBER, USIS AND AGATT PARTICIPATION, AND USE
